SELLING off

also pupils and former 
pupils.

I HAVE just read 
Phillip Irwin’s 
article in The 
GEM of April 18. 
The reason that I 
have only just read 
it is that I have just 
returned from a 
visit to Antalya in 
Turkey. 

I flew from Bristol 
because, contrary to the 
impression given by 
Thomas Cook to your 
reporter, they have dra¬ 
matically reduced some 
services. 

Last year, and for 
many years before, I was 
able to fly into Antalya 
from Cardiff and did so 
many times each year, 
going to my holiday 
home there. 

In 2012, Thomas 
Cook operated a weekly 
service from April until 
October and never was I 
on a less than full flight. 
This represented some 


5,400 passengers each 
way - 10,800 passenger 
movements each year 
now lost from Cardiff to 
Bristol. 

Incidentally, the aver¬ 
age Thomas Cook price 
per flight was 10-15 per 
cent greater from Cardiff 
than the equivalent flight 
from Bristo. However, 
the proximity of Cardiff 
Airport to my home off¬ 
set the extra cost 
involved. 

I have asked Thomas 
Cook to provide their 
reasons for no longer 
servicing Antalya air¬ 
port, without reply. 

It would also be inter¬ 
esting to ask Thomas 
Cook why they charge 
more from Cardiff than 
from Bristol. 

Does the answer 
involve higher landing 
charges in Cardiff, I 
wonder?

^Car parking charges 
WERE agreed in Vale’ 


I T seems that I have got under the 
skin of Andrew RT Davies, the 
Conservative Leader in the Assembly 
again. He claims that the last 
Conservative administration in the Vale 
did not agree to have car parking charges 
throughout the Vale. 

However, they did - as is stated in a report 
to cabinet from the then Conservative Leader 
on July 20, 2011, which agreed the medium 
term financial plan for the period 2011/12 to 
2014/15, where it recommended Hhe full roll¬ 
out of car parking charges’.

As this decision was in place, that was the 
reason why we took a report to cabinet last 
October to overturn their decision to charge 
for car parking at the Llantwit Major beach, 
the Knap Terrace, Penarth cliff-top and 
Penarth Marina car parks. 

Mr Davies also seems to be suggesting that 
we should introduce free parking for a period 
of two hours. 

That is amazing and clearly he did not read 
all that I wrote, as this is exactly what I also 
suggested! 

It is a shame he did not read that part of my 
article, but there again, he probably did - but 
I suppose he will do his usual trick of claiming 
it was his idea, if that is what we finally agree. 

I suggest that he waits for our cabinet pro¬ 
posals before he makes any further comment.

Griffiths’ recent 
article about 
Llantwit Major 
rugby in the early 
1960s with great 
interest and pleas¬ 
ure, and it brought 
back particular 
memories of those 
days, when rugby 
football was played 
with skill and pas¬ 
sion... Not the boring 
fare being served up 
today. 

When Llantwit Major 
RFC successfully 
retained the Silver Ball 
trophy in the 1964/65 
season, they defeated my 
own club, Kenfig Hill 
RFC (The Mules) in the 
final. This was held on 
April 21, 1965, at the 
Brewery Field, 

Bridgend. 

It was a close and 
hard-fought game and 
could have gone either 
way. In the end, the 
siege gun left boot of 
fly-half Doug Vizard had 
the final say. His long- 
range penalty goal gave 
Llantwit Major a 3-0 
victory. 

Regarding Viv 
Griffiths - he broke his 
leg badly on February 
27, 1965, when Llantwit 
Major played The Mules 
at Kenfig Hill (the game 
ended in a 6-6 draw). 

I was playing at full 
back that day, and will 
always remember the 
terrible break that Viv 
suffered, which hap¬ 
pened only yards away 
from me. Viv got his 


legs ‘caught up’ on the 
touchline with his 
opposing wing three 
quarter. His lower leg 
ended up at ‘right 
angles’ I This was a 
truly serious accident 
and I believe that this 
injury finished the play¬ 
ing career of Viv 
Griffiths. I don’t think 
he ever played rugby 
football again. 

In those days, 

Llantwit Major and 
Kenfig Hill enjoyed 
some really hard and 
close-fought games. 

The mention in your 
article of other names 
were also of nostalgic 
interest. 

Jeff Hill was a talent¬ 
ed player at centre and 
wing three-quarter. He 
left Llantwit Major RFC 
and joined Kenfig Hill 
RFC for a season in 
1968/69. I played 
alongside him on many 
occasions while he was 
at the club. 

Also, other players 
such as Neil (Punchy) 
Thomas, a tremendously 
strong hooker, Gwilym 
Lewis (I met him in 
Rome shortly before he 
died), and Robert (Nat) 
Davies, an exceptional 
flank-forward, and later 
long-serving secretary of 
Llantwit Major RFC... 
All tremendous servants 
at Llantwit Major. 

I look forward to see¬ 
ing any further article 
after the 50th anniver¬ 
sary function..

How stage was set 
for World War One 


A S we are now 
approximate¬ 
ly 16 months 
from the 100th 
anniversary of the 
commencement of 
the First World 
War - ‘The War to 
end all Wars ’ ( who¬ 
ever said that?) it is 
instructive to con¬ 
sider the European 
political map at 
that time. 

Russia, of course, was 
the largest country and 
then included Lithuania, 
Estonia, Latvia, Belarus, 
Finland and similar, now 
independent, entities. 

Germany had only 
recently been created 
from numerous prince¬ 
doms, dukedoms and 
kingdoms, with the 
Kaiser coming from mil¬ 
itaristic Prussia. 

Austro-Hungary was a 
dual monarchy and 
included such present 
states atsthe Czech 
Republic, Slovakia, 
Poland, Croatia, Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, 

Montenegro and 
Slovenia - but not 
Serbia, which it regarded 
as a renegade upstart and 
this was the powder keg 
which would ignite the 
Great War. 

Hungary was a pow¬ 
erful constituent part of 
Austro-Hungary, but was 


twice the size of the 
present state and includ¬ 
ed Transylvania, now 
part of Romania, ceded 
after the war to that 
country under the treaty 
of Trianon. 

There was, of course, 
an active trades union 
movement flexing its 
muscles in most coun¬ 
tries. 

Spain, unusually, had 
a very large anarchist 
and anarcho-syndicalist 
movement. 

The Bolsheviks were 
increasingly active in 
Russia and the Ukraine - 
which later followed 
Pere Makhno, an anar¬ 
chist ‘green’ leader, who 
led his followers to fight 
both the Reds and the 
Whites in the Civil War 
after the 1917 
Revolution. 

Irish nationalism was 
rampant, Welsh less so, 
and over the ‘pond’, 
America largely 
despised European 
intrigues and kept away 
from them as much as 
possible - at least until 
1917. 

This was the stage set 
for 1914, and the fatal 
shot fired by a young 
student, Gavrilo Princip, 
in Sarajevo in July, 

1914.

Cost of black bags

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Council considers 
its options as bus 
companies pull plug 


RURAL bus servic¬ 
es in the Vale are in 
crisis after opera¬ 
tors announced 
that they would be 
pulling out. 

The services, which 
connect rural communi¬ 
ties with each other, and 
with Barry and 
Bridgend, have been 
rocky for some months, 
with passengers com¬ 
plaining of unreliable 
services. 

Only two weeks ago, 
when the Vale Council 
cabinet held a meeting in 


Cowbridge, the issue 
was raised by 
Cowbridge town coun¬ 
cillor Gwen Baty. 

Coun Baty said that 
she had asked a bus driv¬ 
er in Llanharan to con¬ 
firm that the 5.20pm 
service back to 
Cowbridge was the next 
bus, and had been told 
that it was not running. 

She told the cabinet 
members: “When I 
pointed out that it was in 
the timetable, he said: 
‘Can you be here at 
5pm?’”

she caught that bus, it 
headed straight to 
Cowbridge, ignoring all 
the stops in villages 
along the way. 

Coun Neil Moore, the 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, told Coun Baty 
that the council was well 
aware of the problems 
with the bus companies, 
adding that “some are 
pulling out at the drop of 
a hat.” 

The Vale Council 
announced this week 
(Tuesday) that it is con¬ 
sidering options for sev¬ 
eral local bus services, 
after the operators 
announced they would 
be ending the services. 

The council statement 
said that G M Coaches 
will be terminating its 
Village Bus services VI, 
V2, V5 and V6 on July 
20, due to changes in the 
amount of fuel duty 
rebate received. These 
service operate six days 
a week. 

EST Coaches Ltd has 
also announced it is end¬ 
ing the X45 service, 
which runs from 
Llantwit Major to Barry 
via St Athan and 
Rhoose, from July 19. 

The statement said: 
“Although the X45 is a 
commercial service, 
officers are considering 
the options open for the 


future of this service, 
including discussing 
whether any other oper¬ 
ator might take over the 
route commercially.” 

The 320, 322, 145 
and X5 services, which 
are currently provided 
by commercial operator 
Watts Coaches, will end 
between June 7 and June 
9. 

Council officers have 
invited tenders for these 
services, based on exist¬ 
ing and reduced servic¬ 
es. 

A report regarding the 
proposals to continue 
the services will be sub¬ 
mitted to the Vale 
Council’s cabinet in the 
near future. 

Vale-resident AM 
Andrew RT Davies said: 
“The Labour-led Vale 
Council cabinet have 
confirmed that they are 
reviewing these servic¬ 
es, which is in itself to 
be welcomed. 

“However it is 
absolutely vital that they 
continue to offer an 
acceptable level of sub¬ 
sidy, otherwise these 
essential routes will not 
be financially viable to 
new operators. 

“This will be a real 
test of the Labour coun¬ 
cil’s level of commit¬ 
ment to rural communi¬ 
ties and sustainable trav¬ 
el. 

“It remains to be seen 
whether they will step in 
to ensure a continuation 


of these services which 
are a lifeline for the eld¬ 
erly in particular; espe¬ 
cially when their col¬ 
leagues in the Welsh 
Government have 
heaped the pressure on 
route providers by slash¬ 
ing the Bus Service 
Operators Grant by 25 
per cent”. 

Vale councillor, 
Rhodri Traherne said: 
“People in the Peterston- 
super-Ely ward, particu¬ 
larly the elderly, are des¬ 
perately worried about 
potential changes to the 
current bus service. 

“They find it hard to 
understand why the 
Welsh Government has 
spent £56 million 
nationalising an airport 
when bus services to the 
most vulnerable are 
being lost.” 

The GEM asked the 
Welsh Government to 
comment but, at the time 
of going to press, a 
response had not been 
received.

Checks that 

could keep a 
killer away

It’s the third largest killer in Britain today, and 
can go undetected in the human body until it’s too 
late. 

A simple check could have warned them of high 
blood pressure, and what they need to do to help pre¬ 
vent a stroke,. 
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FOI REQUEST TRIGGERS ROW 
OVER PoW HOSPITAL FUTURE 


LOCAL Conservative politi¬ 
cians have used a freedom of 
information request to discover 
how many patients could be 
affected if proposals to restruc¬ 
ture services at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital go ahead. 

The figures reveal that the accident 
and emergency department at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital dealt with 
more than 60,000 patients in 2012. 

In a response, the hospital argued that 
only a small proportion of those would 
require treatment at a major A & E unit, 
if the PoW unit were to be downgraded 
to a minor unit. 

The figures were released as a result 
of a Freedom of information request sub¬ 
mitted by Welsh Conservative regional 
AMs Byron Davies and Suzy Davies and 
Vale MP Alun Cairns. 

Concerns about the future of the A&E 
department have been mounting since it 
was revealed that PoW could be down¬ 
graded under the South Wales 
Programme. 

Unless it is designated as a regional 
centre, the A&E department will be 
downgraded, and the children’s ward, 
neonatal baby unit and obstetrician-led 
maternity unit could be affected. 

Instead the hospital will have a minor 
injuries unit, a paediatric assessment unit 
but no overnight facilities for children 
and a midwife-led maternity unit. No 
gynaecological procedures would take 
place at the hospital either. 

The three also asked for figures relat¬ 
ing to the other departments facing clo¬ 
sure. 

They were told that 4,730 children 
were admitted to the children’s ward dur¬ 


ing the year while 316 babies were treat¬ 
ed in the neo-natal unit. 

The maternity department saw 2,317 
births, of which 885 required interven¬ 
tion from an obstetrician. A total of 490 
women received epidural anaesthesia. In 
addition, the gynaecological ward dealt 
with 1,720 women. 

Byron Davies said that the figures 
were truly terrifying: “In all, 70,000 
people ranging from mothers in labour 
and newborn babies through to children 
and adults of all ages received treatment 
in 2012 in departments, especially A&E, 
that are now under threat. 

“What will happen to the many thou¬ 
sands of others like them in the future if 
these cut backs go ahead? 

“This is an alarming scenario and 
these figures only show how right it is 
that the people of Bridgend and the Vale 
fight to keep all facilities at this district 
general hospital.” 

He said he was concerned about how 
hospitals such as the Royal Glamorgan 
and Morriston would cope with extra 
patients. 

“Despite a £6m revamp of A&E at 
Morriston, they are failing to cope with 
existing demand - and that’s while PoW 
is still functioning normally. 

“ I urge the Welsh Labour government 
to re-think its plans to axe £534m from 
the health budget over three years. It is 
not do-able and will decimate the health 
service.” 

Suzy Davies said that while there was 
an issue with people with minor injuries 
clogging up A&E, that should not 
obscure the fact that 25,000 people with 
serious health problems attended last 
year. 

She also said that closing the obstetri¬ 


cian-led maternity unit would put moth¬ 
ers and babies at risk. 

She added: “Complications can arise 
very quickly and without prior warning 
in both pregnancy and during labour with 
women suddenly needing an emergency 
c-section. 

“If they are in a midwife-led unit with 
no doctors available, what will happen? 
There will certainly be no time to put 
someone in an ambulance and send them 
to Swansea or Cardiff. Quite simply, they 
will be dead in the back when they 
arrive.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns said that the 
western Vale, including Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major and other communities 
would be badly hit by any downgrading 
at PoW. 

He said: “It is important that people 
from the Vale get behind the fight that’s 
already taking place in Bridgend to keep 
these services at the hospital. 

“Bridgend is much more accessible 
than other hospitals like Llantrisant and 
Llandough. People suffering a heart 
attack or stroke need to be treated very 
quickly and I am worried about delays in 
getting the urgent treatment that’s 
required if people are having to be taken 
much longer distances.” 

A spokeswoman for the ABMU NHS 
TRUST said: “The outcome of the South 
Wales Programme review is not yet 
known, but one of the key considerations 
is the need to retain as many services 
local to the population as possible. 

“The Emergency Department (A&E) 
at the Princess of Wales Hospital 
receives just over 60,000 attendances 
every year. These attendances range in 
complexity from minor injuries, to emer¬ 
gency patients requiring specialist expert 


emergency care. 

“Only a small proportion of the 
patients require the high end specialist 
care, with the majority of patients requir¬ 
ing less complex care. 

“In the event that services at Princess 
of Wales Hospital are reconfigured, the 
majority of patients who currently attend 
the hospital will remain able to do so, 
with only a small proportion needing to 
travel to the regional hospital. 

“The South Wales Programme is also 
reviewing service models for maternity 
services and paediatric services. As with 
emergency department services, the 
majority of patients currently seen in 
these hospitals will continue to do so - 
should the hospital be reconfigured. 

“It must also be noted that if the 
Princess of Wales Hospital becomes a 
regional hospital, there will be an 
increase in the numbers of patients 
attending the hospital and plans will be 
made to increase capacity to enable 
these patients to be accommodated safe¬

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Former Venture 
Scout is jailed 
for 10 months 


A FORMER Venture 
Scout patrol leader for a 
troop based in Dinas 
Powys, has been jailed for 
10 months at Cardiff 
Crown Court for carrying 
out a sex attack on a 
teenager. 

At the time, Antony Brooke 
was 18 and his victim is, prose¬ 
cutor Peter Davies told the 
court. 

Brooke, 43, who had no pre¬ 
vious convictions, and who 
works in Carlisle as a chef, 
admitted to a charge of indecent 
assault. 

Mr Davies said that at the 
time of the offence, the Scout 
group were camping and the 
defendant shared a two-man 
tent with the teenager. 

At one point, the victim felt 
Brooke’s hands on his private 
parts. He pretended to be asleep 
and made no complaint. But 
one-and-a-half years later, he 
told a girlfriend, and she made

a diary entry of it. 

“He was in tears telling her. 
He suffered post traumatic 
stress disorder and in February, 
reported the matter to the 
police,” said Mr Davies. 

He said the incident had 
haunted the victim and he had 
never told his parents. 

When Brooke was arrested, 
he denied what occurred. 

In a victim impact statement, 
the assaulted man said he could 
not write off the experience, 
and as a result had had to 
receive medical treatment. 

Brooke said he had no recol¬ 
lection of the incident and had 
never behaved inappropriately. 

Brooke’s counsel, Stephen 
Jeary, said: “He has led a pro¬ 
ductive life, and impressed 
many people. He has always 
done everything he can to better 
himself.” 

Mr Jeary said it was obvious 
the victim had suffered from 


something that had occurred 25 
years ago. 

“Prison would destroy 
Brooke and others. The effect 
would be devastating. He has no 
previous convictions and is at 
the bottom end of dangerous¬ 
ness to the public. He can be 
dealt with by means of a com¬ 
munity order.” 

Judge Fieri Rees told Brooke 
his behaviour had had a trau¬ 
matic effect and an emotional 
impact. 

She said the victim had not 
been able to resolve what had 
occurred. 

“It is something that has 
preyed on his mind.” 

Since the offence, said the 
Judge, Brooke had, to all 
intents and purposes, led an 
impeccable life. 

But, she said, it was a serious 
offence and an immediate cus¬ 
todial sentence had to be 
passed. 

On his release, Brooke will 
register as a sex offender for 10 
years.

cent increase in the num¬ 
ber of foodbanks in 
Wales since April 2012; 
with a 120 per cent 
increase in numbers of 
people given emergency 
food. 

Over 35,000 people in 
Wales have received at 
least three days emer¬ 
gency food from Trussell 
Trust foodbanks over the 
last year - due to rising 
cost of living, static 
incomes, changes to 
welfare benefits, under¬ 
employment and unem¬ 
ployment. 

Thanks to all those 
who support the Vale 
Foodbank, including 
Barry Rotary Club and 
many volunteers and 
churches across the Vale.

CARDIFF CROWN COURT ROUND-UP by AJ SICLUNA 

‘PROLIFIC’ MAESTEG 
BURGLAR IS JAILED 


A SERIAL burglar 
who raided houses 
in the Bridgend and 
Maesteg area, has 
been jailed for two- 
and-a-half years at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Shane Collins (28) 
was arrested for one 
burglary in Maesteg 
and then told the police 
that he had committed 
29 others. 

Collins, of Brynglas 
Terrace, Maesteg, 
admitted one charge of 
burglary, taking a 
vehicle and asked for 
29 other offences of 
burglary to be taken 
into consideration. 

These were commit¬ 
ted over a period of 
three to four months. 

Prosecutor John 
Probert said Collins 
broke into a house in 
Picc Street, Maesteg. 

At the time, the 
premises were occu¬ 
pied by an adult and 
his 12-year-old grand¬ 
son. After the raid, 
Collins stole the man’s 
car. 

Collins was arrested 
shortly afterwards and 
initially said: “No com¬ 
ment,” said Mr 
Probert, but he later 
said he had committed 


the burglary with 
another person and 
entered by means of an 
insecure door. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions 
for offences, including 
burglary and attempt¬ 
ed burglary. 

Andrew Taylor, for 
Collins, said: “He 
deserves credit across 
the board because of 
his admissions. His 
first burglary was at 


the age of 14.” 

He described Collins 
as a reformed drug 
addict, who was dis¬ 
armingly frank. 

“He wants to draw a 
line under his addic¬ 
tion. I found him to be 
a model client who 
wants to come out of 
prison as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

“When he heard 
there was a young per¬ 
son in the house, he 


was regretful and 
wanted to make 
amends.” 

Judge Eleri Rees 
described Collins as a 
prolific burglar. 

“This was a state of 
prolific offending. 
Without your co-oper¬ 
ation, the court could 
not have dealt with 29 
other matters.” 

She said he 
deserved credit for 
being candid. 


Trio travelled from 
Cardiff for burglary 


A GANG of three who travelled 
from Newport and Cardiff and 
carried out a burglary in North 
Cornelly, have been jailed for a 
total of 58 months at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Lewis Thomas (19) of Cheddar 
Crescent, Llanrumney, Cardiff, 
Jonathon Xuereb (26) of Bronte 
Close, Llanrumney and Ethan 
Channing (19) of Laurel Road, 
Newport, admitted burgling a shed in 
School Terrace Close, North Cornelly, 
and stealing property including a dia¬ 
mond ring worth £3,750. 

Prosecutor Tracy Lloyd-Nesling 
said police spotted a van and a BMW 
car travelling at speed in the Cardiff 
area. Officers became suspicious and 
stopped the vehicle at Culverhouse 
Cross. Inside one of the vehicles, 
were the proceeds of what was obvi¬ 


ously a burglary. The following day, 
after the men had been arrested, the 
police were told of the burglary at 
School Terrace Close. 

Andrew Taylor, for Thomas, said: 
“All the property was recovered and 
Derek Gooding for Xuereb said: “He 
realises the serious implication of 
what he has done. ” 

Claire Pickthall, for Channing, 
said: “He has learned his lesson. ” 
Judge Daniel Williams said: 
“Immediate custody has to be passed. 
You stole items of significant value, 
which was planned and organised 
between you. ” 

Thomas received 20 months in a 
young offender institution, Channing 
18 months in a young offender institu¬ 
tion, and Xuereb, 20 months’ impris¬ 
onment.

T he fantastic May 
Day weather 
brought thousands 
of visitors to Barry Island 
- but then many struggled 
to actually get there and 
to leave in good time. 

Once again, the influx of 
visitors and tourists to one of 
our most popular resorts in 
the Vale caused traffic may¬ 
hem. 

There was much activity on 
Twitter, where many shared 
their tales of slow-moving 
traffic all the way from 
Culverhouse Cross, as they 
waited patiently for vehicles 
to gain access to the Island 
itself. 

I received calls from the 
owner of one of the attrac¬ 
tions, who had lost money on 
a group hooking, because they 
couldn’t turn up in time, trav¬ 
elling from Cardiff. 

Others have reported to me 
that although all three car 
parks were open and full, 
vehicles were taking over 
three hours to leave the car 
parks because of the poor 
access road to and from the 
Island. 

GEM readers will be aware 
that I’ve raised the issue of a 
new access road to the Island 
repeatedly over recent 
months. Access to Barry 
Island is key. 

Visitors and residents alike 
need to be able to get on and 
off the Island efficiently. This 
part of Barry has a fantastic 
opportunity to be a year 
round magnet to attract 
tourists and helping to gener¬ 
ate more employment. 

The first phase of a new 
^oad will be built by 2015,

although this is primarily to 
access the new supermarket 
on The Quays. The second 
phase, completing the road to 
Barry Island, however, may 
take another five years. 

This is not good enough. 
Having met and spoken to the 
developer, they explained that 
they offered the Vale Council 
the option of either building 
the road all the way to the 
Island or to build social hous¬ 
ing. 

There is obviously a need 
for more social housing in 
Barry, but I have been over¬ 
whelmed with responses from 
local residents stating that the 
new road should come first 
and the housing follow sec¬ 
ond. 

Not one constituent who 
has been in touch, has priori¬ 
tised social housing to be built 
first, rather than the new 
road. 

Readers may recall that 
one of the criticisms of the 
Local Development Plan was 
that extra housing was being 
imposed on us, without the 
infrastructure. This is a key 


opportunity to enhance the 
infrastructure immediately. 

At the same time, tourists 
could get on and off the 
Island easily. Their spend 
would increase, shops, cafes 
and other businesses would 
expand leading to more 
employment. 

It is not rocket science. If 
you can’t get to a place effi¬ 
ciently, you won’t go there. 
The life of residents would 
also be transformed. 

There have been several 
other examples of traffic 
chaos, the worst being New 
Year’s day - a lovely sunny 
day, when thousands turned 
out to watch the New Year 
swimmers. 

The ‘feelgood’ factor that 
would encourage visitors to 
return was all lost, on the 
basis of frustration at not 
being able to get on or off the 
Island. This is not good 
enough. 

As many of you know, I 
want to see Barry secure con¬ 
tinued regeneration money 
for the successful develop¬ 
ment of the town. 

This must be a priority for 
the Vale Council and Welsh 
Government and I am con¬ 
cerned that momentum has 
been lost. I am committed to 
do everything possible to 
ensure that Barry gets its fair 
share of investment. 

Over recent years, money 
has been ploughed into valley 
communities but it is about 
time that Barry got its fair 
share. 

A new road to Barry Island 
would be a good start - the 
regular gridlocks to and from 
the town of Barry just cannot 
continue. 


SUSPENDED SENTENCE 
FOR A DRUG DEALER 


A DRUGS dealer 
has been jailed for 
16 weeks, the sen¬ 
tence suspended for 
a year, at Cardiff 


Crown Court, 
writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Lee Stephens (21) 
unemployed, of 
Blaengarw Road, 


Blaengarw, admitted 
possessing drugs with 
intent to supply, pos¬ 
sessing drugs and pos¬ 
sessing a bladed article. 

Prosecutor David 
Pinnell said that on 
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March 10, Stephens 
was stopped and 
searched by doormen 
when he went to enter 
a club in Bridgend. 

He was found to 
have seven bags of 
cannabis and a knife 
secreted in the waist¬ 
band of his trousers. 

The police were 
called, and he said he 
had the knife for his 
personal protection. 

When searched at 
the police station, he 
had one Diazepam 
tablet, and said he had 
forgotten about the 
cannabis which was 
found earlier. 

The knife, he said, 
was necessary because 
he sometimes went to a 
dangerous part of 
Bridgend. 

Stephens was said to 
have convictions for 
possessing cannabis 
and burglary. 

James Evans, repre¬ 
senting him, said: “He 
is aware he behaved 
stupidly.” 

Stephens was also 
ordered to pay £340 
costs and to carry out 
200 hours unpaid 
work. 


Latest Vale drilling plans 
do not involve ‘fracking’ 


FOLLOWING three more 
applications to drill for 
gas in the Vale (see last 
week’s GEM), executives 
at the drilling company 
have told the local MP 
that they do not involve 
Tracking’. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns met 
Coastal Oil & Gas senior execu¬ 
tives to hear more detail about 
their planning applications at 
several sites across the Vale. 

He said that the company was 
keen to point out that all the 
applications were for bore holes 
for the exploration of natural 
gas only - not shale gas. 

Should natural gas be found 
at any of the sites, it will be nec¬ 


essary for Coastal Oil & Gas to 
submit new planning applica¬ 
tions for its extraction. 

Mr Cairns is concerned at 
how weak the planning policy 
regarding gas exploration is in 
Wales and has called on the 
Welsh Government to provide 
stronger planning guidance, to 
help local authorities understand 
and deal with such applications. 

MEETING 

He said: “I was pleased that 
Gerwyn Williams, from Coastal 
Oil & Gas agreed to meet me 
and that he is prepared to meet 
community councils and indi¬ 
viduals to personally explain his 
hopes. 

“I asked Mr Williams for 
complete communication and 


involvement with all the com¬ 
munities affected. 

“I am worried that in spite of 
local opposition last time, the 
Welsh Government overruled 
the local authority. That decision 
has set a precedent. Therefore, 
there is a need for complete co¬ 
operation. 

“Planning is a devolved issue 
and planning departments at a 
local level may not have the 
necessary technical knowledge 
and expertise to fully understand 
the ramifications of planning 
applications made in this spe¬ 
cialist mineral and gas explo¬ 
ration and extraction area.”

IT WAS was touch 
and go for Luca, a 
26 -year-old favourite 
horse from Liege 
Manor Equestian 
Centre, on Bank 
Holiday Monday, 
when he collapsed 
with his rider in 
Llancarfan’s slip¬ 
pery ford. 

For over two hours, 
Sarah Bassett, who bred 
him - and her colleagues 
from Liege Manor, 
struggled alongside a 
team of fire-fighters to 
save him at the water¬ 
side. 

Sarah’s distressing 
rescue bid began just 
after midday, in full 
view of holiday visitors 
to the famous Fox and 
Hounds public house. 

“The girls decided to 
go for a nice hack,” said 
Sarah. 

“Luca’s an old boy, so 
we thought he’d like a 
nice, leisurely walk 
down to the village. Ld 
never go through the 
ford, but they were obvi¬ 
ously unaware of the 
dangers.” 

The leisurely walk 
turned into a rescue mis¬ 
sion when Luca’s back 
legs splayed as his rider 
Louise lies, and her 
companion, began to 
ride across the shallow 
ford. Happily, Louise 
was able to slide off 
unhurt when the horse 
fell. 

However, villagers 
and the Liege Manor 
team who hurried to the 
scene were shocked to 
see the horse lying in the 
river, and bleeding from 
his mouth and right fore¬ 
leg. 

Among the helpers 
were neighbours Phil 
and Joann Quelch, and

farmer’s daughter 
Rachel Evans was able 
to summon help in 
bringing soil, hay and 
wood-chippings to cush¬ 
ion the horse and help 
him up again.

There was a lot of blood 
everywhere, and people 
didn’t know if he’d hit 
his head as he fell 
down.” 

Even with the wel¬ 
come arrival of retired 
veterinary surgeon Ron 
Williams, they were 
unable to lift Luca, 
despite attempts to pull 
him into a better position 
for standing. 

“Then a gentleman 
called Keith Richards, 
who was just out for the 
day, told us there was a 
special animal rescue 
team, which we’d never 
have known about. 

“He was terrific, 
made phone calls, and 
within a short period of 
time there were I don’t 
know how many fire 
engines, firemen and 
everything. 

“Then they got straps 
on Luca, which managed 
to move him off the slip¬

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Farrell and Co elevate 
thriller into something 
far more impressive 


S INCE rehabili¬ 
tating his 
career with the 
darkly comic In 
Bruges, Colin 
Farrell has had his 
ups and downs on 
screen; for every 
Crazy Heart or 
Horrible Bosses 
there has been a 
Total Recall or 
London Boulevard. 

Farrell’s latest film, 
Dead Man Down, sees 
him play Victor, a hit¬ 
man working for crime- 
lord Alphonse (Terrence 
Howard); when he is 
coerced by his neigh¬ 
bour Beatrice (Noomi 
Rapace) into killing the 
man who left her disfig¬ 
ured after a car crash, it 
sets off chain events that 
show that Victor’s rela¬ 
tionship with Alphonse 
may not be as it 
appears... 


The curse of the trail¬ 
er strikes again; if 
you’ve seen the trailer 
for Dead Man Down 
you would have it 
pegged as a Statham- 
esque high-octane action 
movie; but in fact, it is 
something that, at least 
until its climax, is a 
measured tale of revenge 
and the cost it has on 
those carrying that bur¬ 
den. 

It is a far more 
thoughtful work than 
you would expect, 
slightly cliched admit¬ 
tedly, but carried by the 
performers who give the 
material more substance 
than it probably carried 
on the page. 

It marks the English- 
language debut of Girl 
With The Dragon Tattoo 
director, Niels Arden 
Oplev, who on the basis 
of that film knows a lit¬ 
tle about the world of 
revenge; here he brings 
a sure and steady hand

to proceedings, the film 
carrying the bleak visu¬ 
als that pervaded his 
smash-hit with added 
American grit. 

The material certainly 
plays to his strengths, 
even if it lacks a sheen 
of class, with the charac¬ 
ters playing too broadly, 
but Oplev’s ability to 
maintain the ‘through- 
line’ of the story means 
that it keeps you 
hooked, even if it does 
come off as slightly pre¬ 
dictable. 

What truly jars is a 
climax that replaces 
story for style, as Victor 
goes on the rampage. 
Despite saying earlier in 


the film that he was an 
engineer by trade, his 
late-in-the-day transfor¬ 
mation into Rambo feels 
both over the top and 
slightly annoying, as if 
the filmmakers decided 
that the only way people 
would buy into the film 
was with a load of gun¬ 
fire and explosions at 
the end. Despite the 
histrionics, it means the 
film’s climax is more of 
a damp squib. 

All the actors here 
bring far more to the 
table than the material 
deserves, with Colin 
Farrell giving pleasing 
depth to Victor. 

He shares a pleasing 
chemistry with Noomi 
Rapace (whose reunion 
with her ... Dragon 
Tattoo director results in 
her finest English-lan¬ 
guage performance to 
date by some distance), 
while the seeming for¬ 
gotten man of cinema, 
Terrence Howard, gives 
a faint glimpse of what 
he is capable of. 

With the likes of 
Dominic Cooper, 

Isabelle Hupert and F 
Murray Abraham all 
popping up in support¬ 
ing roles, the film is 
populated with solid per¬ 
formances, incredible 


given that the material 
they are working with is 
a little downmarket - 
proof that skilled actors 
and a good director can 
make the best of a not- 
so-good situation. 

While unlikely to set 
the world alight. Dead 
Man Down is depend¬ 
able and solid thriller 
that plays far more 
impressively than it 
should do. 

It gains no points for 
originality or subtlety, 
but makes for a pleasing 
Friday night’s viewing. 

VERDICT: Solidly 
satisfying but nothing 
more. Dead Man Down 
is a revenge thriller that 
manages to parlay its 
basic screenplay into 
something a little more 
substantial, thanks to a 
strong cast and good 
direction. 

A lurch into brainless 
action in the climax sul¬ 
lies its copybook some¬ 
what, but it still plays 
well despite its short¬ 
comings. Enjoyable.

W E would 
like to 
take the 
opportunity of 
Local Newspaper 
Week to express 
our thanks to you, 
our readers and 
advertisers, for all 
you have done to 
support our town 
and its traders and 
charities. 

This recession has not 
made life any easier for 
any of us in the past 12 
months and the cold 
weather certainly didn’t 


help during the early 
weeks of the so-called 
‘spring’! 

Our local traders have 
had to ride through this 
poor period, of course, 
as has your local news¬ 
paper. As yet, there are 
few signs of a sustained 
breakthrough from this 
worst recession in living 
memory, but summer is 
coming and so, eventual¬ 
ly, will the end of the 
downturn. 

Like many of our 
readers and advertisers, 
your local newspaper. 
The Glamorgan GEM, 
has been through diffi¬ 
cult times before. We 



have survived them and 
we’ll survive this prob¬ 
lem, as well as the spe¬ 
cial difficulties the press 
is facing just now. 

The press will over¬ 
come this new problem, 
of course, as we’ve 
overcome many before 
it. Like many of our 
readers and advertisers, 
our proprietor was a 
child during the ‘slump’ 
of the ‘20s and early 
‘30s, though he remem¬ 
bers it well. 

He and many of you 
survived that, and he 
survived and so did 
many others, the bomb¬ 
ing of London in 1940, 
and survived in the war¬ 
time Army and four 
recessions since. We 
only mention this to 
keep current problems in 
perspective! 

The new difficulty for 
the local press is that, as 
the result of a small 
minority of national 
papers breaking the law 
in relation to hacking - 
and those papers accept¬ 
ed that they were wrong 
- all papers, including 
small local weekly ones 
like ours, are to be ‘pun¬ 
ished’ for the sins of one 
per cent of the industry. 

Local weeklies like 
ours are stunned to find 


themselves included in 
this, but many believe 
this can still be put right. 

After all, as Adrian 
leakings, president of 
the Newspaper Society 
said: “Lord Justice 
Leveson found that the 
UK’s local media had 
nothing to do with the 
phone hacking scandal 
which prompted the 
enquiry. 

“Indeed, he praised 
regional and local news¬ 
papers for their impor¬ 
tant social and demo¬ 
cratic role, and recom¬ 
mended that the regula¬ 
tory model proposed 
should not provide an 
added burden to our sec¬ 
tor 

“He called on the 
Government to look 
urgently at what action 
it might take to help 
safeguard regional and 
local newspapers ’ ongo¬ 
ing viability as a valued 
and important part of 
the British press. 

“Yet the deal 
announced by the three 
main political parties 
completely ignores the 
Leveson recommenda¬ 
tions on the local press. 
The Royal Charter pro¬ 
posals agreed by the 
Conservatives, Liberal 
Democrats and Labour - 


with huge financial 
penalties for newspapers 
who chose to be outside 
the system and an arbi¬ 
tration service which 
would open the flood¬ 
gates to compensation 
claimants - would place 
a crippling burden on 
the UK’s 1,100 local 
newspapers - inhibiting 
freedom of speech and 
freedom to publish. 

“Local newspapers 
remain fiercely opposed 
to any form of statutory 
involvement or under¬ 
pinning in the regulation 
of the press. 

“A free press cannot 
be free if it is dependent 
on, and accountable to, 
a regulatory body recog¬ 
nised by the state. ’’ 

During a Commons 
debate, the Deputy 
Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg said: “Let us not 
forget that the hacking 
scandal was caused by 
some of our biggest 
newspapers, but it was 
still a minority of news¬ 
papers and certainly not 
the local and regional 
press, which must not 
pay the price for a prob¬ 
lem they did not create." 

Chairman of the 
Culture, Media and 
Sport select committee, 
John Whittingdale, 


added that: “We should 
recognise the vital 
importance of local 
newspapers and ensure 
that whatever system we 
introduce does not add 
to the burden on them, at 
a time when they are 
experiencing very dijfi- 
cult economic circum¬ 
stances. ’’ 

The newspaper indus¬ 
try has now (April 25) 
published its own draft 
Royal Charter, which 
means the Queen faces 
the dilemma of being 
asked to approve two 
rival Charters! 

The Charter proposed 
by the press would have 
investigative powers and 
resources to dig into 
cases of suspected 
wrongdoing, allowing it 
to call editors to 
account. 

Its board would be 
independent. Its code of 
conduct drawn up after 
public consultation. It 
meets the principles laid 
out by Lord Justice 
Leveson and it preserves 
press freedom. 

Lord Leveson said in 
his report: “By far the 
best solution to press 
standards would be a 
body established and 
organised by the indus¬ 
try." 


The Government’s 
proposed Royal Charter 
gives politicians the 
power to change the sys¬ 
tem of newspaper and 
magazine regulation - 
something that only 16 
per cent of the public 
supports. 

By a huge margin, 67 
per cent of people said 
that “the new press regu¬ 
lation system should be 
set up in a way that does 
not give politicians the 
final say if and when 
changes need to be 
made,” which is the 
basis of the independent 
Royal Charter proposal. 

Ah! Well! Perhaps it 
will all come out right in 
the end. In any case, our 
readers and advertisers 
have bigger problems to 
worry about - as have 
we! 

So, thanks again for 
all that you do for this 
area.

Flat Holm’s mermaid 

- and ghostly corpse candles! 


THE limestone 
island of Flat Holm 
lies in the Bristol 
Channel, around 
four miles from 
Lavernock Point in 
the Vale. 

It is classed as the 
most southerly point of 
Wales and is steeped in 
many historical aspects. 

The more recognised 
origins of Flat Holm date 
back to the Mesolithic 
period of around 15,000 
years ago. 

However, during the 
Ice Age, Flat Holm was 
joined to the Somerset 
coast, as the sea level 
was much lower in the 
Severn Estuary before 
the Ice Age took its grip 
on Europe. 

As the ice began to 
melt, most of the land 
flooded, and therefore 
created small islands 
such as Elat Holm and 
neighbouring Steep 
Holm. On its northwest 
point, large fossilised rip¬ 
ples from an ancient era 
were discovered recently, 
and the site was designat¬ 
ed a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI). 

Bronze Age settle¬ 
ments from 900-700 BC 
were discovered by 
archaeologists. It was 
known as the Ewart Park 
Phase, because a Bronze 
Age axe head was found 
in the vicinity as late as 
1988. During the 6th 
Century St Cadoc (a 
native of Gwent) visited 
the island. 


He lived as a hermit 
there for seven years, 
often praying with St 
Gildas, a monk and priest 
from Scotland who occu¬ 
pied Steep Holm Island. 

The Anglo-Saxons and 
Vikings also stamped 
their legacy through doc¬ 
uments by Gytha 
Thorkelsdottir, the moth¬ 
er of Harold II from the 
Anglo-Saxon Chronicle 
of 1067. She stayed on 
the island before travel¬ 
ling to Prance. 

Robert Pitzhamon, 
who was a cousin to 
William the Conqueror, 
formed the Shire of 
Glamorgan, and Plat 
Holm fell within the 
boundaries of the two 
parishes of Cardiff, lay¬ 
ing claim to the islet. 

A farmhouse was con¬ 
structed on the site, and 
Henry VIII leased the 
island to Edmund 
Toumor, whose descen¬ 
dants remained on the 
island until the late 17th 
Century, when the lease 
was passed to Joseph 
Robins, who farmed the 
land on the west beach. 

Other artifacts discov¬ 
ered on Plat Holm came 
through a survey con¬ 
ducted by Howard 
Thomas in 1979. He 
unearthed potsherds from 
the medieval period, 
middens (waste heaps), a 
numerous amount of ani¬ 
mal bones, together with 
oyster and cockle shells. 

He also found frag¬ 
ments of pottery from the 
late 12th, 13th, and 14th 


Centuries, as well as 
sandstone roof tiles and 
traces of demolished 
medieval buildings. 

Plat Holm originally 
acquired its name from 
the Anglo-Saxons who 
called it Brandanreolice. 
This originated from the 
Irish word meaning 
churchyard, which prob¬ 
ably related to burial 
grounds at the time. 

However, Holm 
means island of an estu¬ 
ary in Old Norse, a 
prevalent indication that 
the Viking Pleet from 
Brittany, led by Other 
and Hroald, had taken 
refuge there after their 
defeat by the Saxons and 
Watchets. 

In 1815, Thomas 
Turner visited Plat Holm 
by boat. He became 
stranded on the island for 
a week due to high 
winds, and during his 
time on the islet he stum¬ 
bled across two Christian 
graves in a field. Eerily, 
one had already been 
prised open revealing the 
skeleton of a man. His 
marble headstone had the 
engraving of a Celtic 
cross which had split in 
half over time. 

The second grave 
revealed more macabre 
skeletons which had been 
doused in lime. This 
could have been a prac¬ 
tice used when people 
had contracted conta¬ 
gious diseases, and the 
lime would have been 
used to sterilise the bod¬ 
ies, in the belief that it 


would eradicate the dis¬ 
ease. 

The island was also 
home to miners digging 
for silver or tin, and is 
more famously known 
for receiving the first- 
ever radio message 
across the water hy 
Marconi in 1897. 

It was also an ideal 
location in more recent 
times for the television 
programme Torchwood. 
In 2011, a public house 
was opened to welcome 
visitors to the island. 

The island is under a 
99-year lease and is 
owned by Cardiff City 
Council. 

Flat Holm Island is an 
ideal location for ghostly 
beings, and a frequent 
visitor seems to be a gen¬ 
tleman wearing aflat cap 
and old-fashioned cloth¬ 
ing. 

Said to roam the entire 
island, he makes his pres¬ 
ence known to innocent 
bystanders before van¬ 
ishing in a hazy mist. 
Who could this strange 
phantom be, and why 
does he still remain in a 
world now beyond his 
grasp? 

Mysterious bright 
lights have been reported 
by observers from the 
mainland. They seem to 
move in slow and low 
directions, hovering 
above the landscape 
before disappearing as 
quickly as they appeared. 

Could these strange 
anomalies be traditional 
corpse candles, which are 
eerie illuminations 

thought to signify death? 

The vision of a lady 
with a pale complexion 
washing in the sea has 
been witnessed. 

Alarmingly, she seems to 
have a black tail splash¬ 
ing behind her, giving 
indications of a mermaid. 

But do these creatures 
really exist, or is the 
vision a mass figment of 
imagination ? Fact or 
fiction? Only you can 
decide...

Historic 
found in 

THREE silver gilt objects 
found in the Vale have been 
declared as treasure by the 
Deputy Coroner for Cardiff 
and the Vale. 

A silver gilt dress-hook was found 
at Llanfair by Mr T Kelly while metal 
detecting on May 15, 2011. 

A complete silver gilt finger ring 
was found in ploughed farmland at St 
Donats by Mr David Hughes while 
metal detecting in April 2010. 
Another silver gilt finger ring was 
found on September 20, 2011 with the 
aid of a metal detector, in a ploughed 
field near Gileston (landowner J 
Thomas). 

The discoveries were reported as 
possible treasure to Mark Lodwick, 
portable antiquities scheme co-ordi- 
nator for Wales (PAS Cymru) and 
were subsequently examined by Dr 
Mark Redknap of the department of 
archaeology and numismatics, 
Amgueddfa Cymru - National 
Museum Wales, Cardiff. 

A museum spokeswoman said: 
“The silver gilt dress-hook from 
Llanfair is closely paralleled by an 
example from Cranbrook, Kent, and 
similar forms from Wanborough, 
Wiltshire, Chelsham Court Farm, 
Chelsham, Surrey, and Arreton, Isle of 
Wight. 

“Documentary evidence indicates 
that these items were popular in the 
16th century (the latest reference in an 
inventory being dated 1598). 

“The silver gilt ring from St Donats 
was found with the aid of a metal 
detector by Mr David Hughes on 
ploughed farmland, at a depth of 


treasure

about 12cm (4”). The decorative style 
and form of the ring indicate that it 
dates to the period 1,500-50. Similar 
examples Buckingham, 

Buckinghamshire and onboard the 
Mary Rose, lost in the Solent in 1545. 

A silver gilt ring found at Llanover, 
Vale of Glamorgan, in 2004, also has 
diagonal bands and variations on the 
diagonal band repeating design occur 
on late 15th century finger rings. 

“The silver gilt decorative finger 
ring found near Gileston on 
September 20 with the aid of a metal 
detector in a field of ploughed land, 
near Gileston was reported to have 
been found at a depth of about 10 cm. 
In terms of size and design, the object 
is a fine example of a late medieval 
decorative ring of late 15th century 
date. 

“Amgueddfa Cymru, National 
Museum Wales, is keen to acquire 
these items for the national collections 
following their independent valua¬ 
tion,” the spokesperson concluded. 

National Museum Cardiff is free, 
thanks to the support of the Welsh 
Government. Amgueddfa Cymru 
operates seven national museums 
across Wales .'National Museum 
Cardiff, St Fagans, National History 
Museum, National Roman Legion 
Museum, Caerleon, Big Pit: National 
Coal Museum, Blaenafon, National 
Wool Museum, Dre-fach Felindre, 
National Slate Museum, Llanberis 
and the National Waterfront Museum, 
Swansea. 


Bronze Age artefacts 
declared as ‘treasure’ 

A LATE Bronze 
Age hoard of 11 
axes, thought to 
have been buried 
around 1000-800BC 
(between 3,000 and 
2800 years ago) and 
a middle to late 
Bronze Age penan- 
nular ring, thought 
to have been buried 
between 1300- 
800BC (between 
3,300 and 2,800 
years ago) have 
been declared treas¬ 
ure by HM Coroner 
for Cardiff and the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

The hoard of 11 
bronze axes were dis¬ 
covered in the commu¬ 
nity of Colwinston, Vale 
of Glamorgan on April 
1, 2012 by Mr Alan 
Beale. The axes were 
found buried together 
while Mr Beale was 
metal detecting on farm 
land. 

The penannular ring 
was found by Mr 
Ronald Sanders in the 
community of St 
Donats, Vale of 
Glamorgan on January 
20, 2012 while Mr 
Sanders was metal 
detecting on farm land. 

The discoveries were 
reported as possible 
treasure to Mark 
Lodwick, portable antiq¬ 
uities scheme co-ordina- 
tor for Wales (PAS 
Cymru) and were subse¬ 
quently reported on by 
museum archaeologists 
at Amgueddfa Cymru, 

National Museum 
Wales. 

The hoard of 11 axes 
is made up of seven 
complete or near com¬ 
plete bronze socketed 
axes, fragments of three 
further bronze socketed 
axe fragments and one 
near complete bronze 
Late Palstave. The sock¬ 
eted axes all have ribbed 
decoration on their 
faces, though include a 
variety of types. All are 
datable to the Ewart 
Park metalworking tra¬ 
dition of the Late 
Bronze Age. 

“While carefully 
cleaning the soil from 
the sockets of the com¬ 
plete axes, Mary Davis 
an archaeological con¬ 
servator based at 
Amgueddfa Cymru - 
National Museum 
Wales, discovered two 
socketed axe fragments 
carefully inserted into 
the sockets of two of the 
axes,” a museum 
spokesperson explained. 

An investigation 
undertaken by archaeol¬ 
ogists working for the 
Portable Antiquities 
Scheme Cymru and 
Amgueddfa Cymru had 
confirmed that the 
bronze hoard was buried 
within a specially dug 
pit, seemingly some dis¬ 
tance away from any 
Bronze Age settlement. 

Adam Gwilt, Curator 
of the Bronze Age 
Collections at 
Amgueddfa Cymru - 
National Museum Wales 
said: “The finder’s 
account of the position-

ing of the axes when 
found, suggests the 
objects were buried in 
the ground in a precise 
and careful way. It is 
possible that the hoard 
was placed as a gift to 
the gods, during a cere¬ 
mony held by the local 
Bronze Age farming and 
metalworking communi¬ 
ty” 


The penannular ring, 
also declared as treas¬ 
ure, is approximately 
16mm in diameter and is 
4.8-5.5nmi thick, weigh¬ 
ing around 7g. 

It is an example of a 
class of object termed a 
‘hair-ring’. The small 
items of jewellery may 
have been worn as ear¬ 
rings, although some 


archaeologists have sug¬ 
gested they were a form 
of hair decoration. 

Amgueddfa 
Cymru,National 
Museum Wales, is keen 
to acquire the hoard of 
axes and the penannular 
ring following their 
independent valuation. 

A unique ceremonial 
gold cape, the Mold 
Gold Cape, made 
around 3,700 years ago 
during the early Bronze 
Age, will be loaned by 
the British Museum for 
public display in Wales 
this summer. 

The gold cape will be 
exhibited at the National 
Museum Cardiff from 
July 2 to August 4 and 
then Wrexham County 
Borough Museum, from 
August 7 to September 
14.
